Southern California To Vote 
On Aqueduct Plan That 
Would Employ 10,000 
Men. 


Los Armeies 
(AP).—The 
latch­ 
strings that would o.oen a $220,- 
000,000 water aqueduct project and 
give 10,000 men employment lie in 
the hands of voters in a group of 
southern California cities, including 
Los Angeles. 
The project which would give the 
10.000 laborers the opportunity to 
earn $100,000,000 in salaries within 
eight years is the 266 mile long 
Colorado river aqueduct. 
It would bring the cities, which 
lie from Long beach in the south 
to Burbank in the north, water 
from the Colorado river, 150 miles 
below Hoover dam. 
The 
water 
would travel over three mountain 
ranges and through three tunnels, 
the longest of which would be 12 
miles. 
To pay for the aqueduct, consid­ 
ered the world’s longest man-made 
water course, the 1,567,796 regis­ 
tered voters in the Metropolitan 
Water 
district 
comprising 
the 
cities to be supplied, will vote Sep­ 
tember 29 on a $220,000,000 bond 
issue, payable within 50 years. 
Noted Engineer* Plan Project 
Warned by engineers the aque­ 
duct is necessary to avert a south­ 
ern California water famine, the 
Metropolitan water district, formed 
in 1927. summoned Frank E. Wey­ 
mouth, former chief of the United 
States reclamation service. 
Weymouth selected a noted staff 
to conduct surveys and assemble 
specifications for the giant under­ 
taking. He called in Thaddeus Mer­ 
rim ac head of the New York board 
of water supply; A. J. W’iley, con­ 
sulting engineer for 
the

Dam. and Richard R Lyman. Salt

Manchuria Is Promised 
Land of Far East Coast

Washington ‘AP(—Mighty Man­ 
churia, “powder mill” of conflicting 
Chinese, Japanese and Russian in­ 
terests. is the "promised land” of 
the Far East. 
An empire in itself this huge 
dependency of China has millions 
of acres of soil as fertile as the 
black loam of Iowa, rich mineral 
producing areas and great timber 
lands. The most efficient railway 
system in Manchuria is the Japa­ 
nese 
operated 
South 
Manchuria 
line. 
Large Market 
While adverse trade conditions 
now prevail due to the world busi­ 
ness slump and the low value of 
silver, the Manchurian market is 
described as one of “tremendous 
potentialities." 
A protracted war between China 
and Japan obviously would mean, 
trade experts here gay, a serious 
setback for American and other 
foreign industrial enterprises there. 
Japan, of course, has the largest 
foreign 
business stake 
in 
Man­ 
churia. one she holds as vital to 
her position as a world power. 
Source of Coal 
It Is one of the essential sources 
of her coal and iron and she also 
receives from 
there 
considerable 
foofl for the teeming millions in 
Japan and Korea. Other products 
of Manchurian fields, forests and 
mines pour into Japanese factories. 
Manchuria is also a great con­ 
suming market for Japanese prod­ 
ucts such as cotton piece goods, 
small machinery and miscellaneous 
articles. Over the Japanese oper­ 
ated railway great cargoes of soy 
beans, cereals, millet and furs are 
shipped out of the Manchurian 
provinces. 
In recent years more than a mil­ 
lion Chinese are estimated to have 


annually fled the famine stricken 
regions of the south to seek food 
and breathing space on the plains 
where the sod huts of homesteaders 
spring up along new railway lines. 
Dairen in the Japanese leased 
territory 
of 
southern 
Manchuria 
has risen from thirtieth to third 
among Chinese ports. In 1928 it 
handled 
more 
shipping 
tonnage 
than any American port except 
New York 
Manchuria's share of the total 
net imports into China in 1929 was 
18.8 per cent and of exports from 
China 32 per cent. 
American trade with Manchuria 
that year amounted to $23,229,000 
or about 6.4 per cent while Japan’s 
share including Korea was approxi­ 
mately 54 per cent and Russia's 
9.5 per cent.

BRIDGE IS AID 
TO AMATEURS 


Actress-expert Tells How New 
Method Of Bidding 
Operates.

New York (AP)—Those players 
who cannot spend the time to be­ 
come experts are the principal bene­ 
ficiaries of the simplified system of 
bidding contract bridge which was 
adopted at the first general conven­ 
tion of bridge teachers In New York. 
It is really a combination sys­ 
tem. the best features of a number 
of well known systems being util­ 
ized in these new rules which should 
remove many obstacles for infre­ 
quent players. 
First known as the “universal,” it 
is now called the "official” system, 
being sponsored by nearly all well 
known bridge teachers with the ex­ 
ception of Ely Culbertson. 
Changes Simple 
The changes brought about in this 
new system are not complex. 
Un­ 
der its rules, a one bid shows two 
and one-half tricks. 
A two bid shows a stronger hand 
of three and one-half to four and 
one-half tricks. A two bid Is not a 
demand bid, but requirements for a 
partner helping are considerably 
less. 
A three bid is a demand bid and 
the partner must respond. 
This 
means a hand that is probably a 
game hand with practically no as­ 
sistance from the partner. 
Heretofore, 
under old 
systems, 
such as the Cavendish, a two bid is 
the stronger bid. 
This is changed 
under the “official ’ system. A two 
bid is stronger than a one bid, and 
a three bid is stronger than a two 
bid. 
And a three bid is the only 
one that is a demand bid. 
An optional provision of this sys­ 
tem is an artificial two-club game 
demand bid made only as an orig!-, 
na I bid. 
The popularity of this new system, | 
of course, remains contingent upon 
its fast spreading introduction in 
bridge tournaments.
